Burning iustead of Burying. 

' The idea of burning the dead instead of 
i burying them is receiving considerable W 
I OU8 discussion among pl.ysicmns and other 
I students of the laws of health, particularly 
i in Europe. A book devoted to the adxan- 
, tages of the burning process has lately Men 
j written by a member of the college of sur- 
! gvons. The great objections to burying iu 
1 the earth are its evil effects upon the living. 

“It is proved beyond all doubt, says the 
book to which we have alluded, that dunng 
the progress of that decomposition which a 
bodV undergoes when buried, the elements ot 
which it is composed, before entering into 
other and purer states, form certain putrid 
gases of so deadly a nature, that their mhal- 
ation in a concentrated state has been known 
to cause instant death ; while in « more <h- 
lutetl form, they are productive of t\n most 
serious injurv to health. These dreadful el 
I fiuvia vary much in their virulence, according 
i to circumstances ; and there is probable one 
particular stage of decomposition ni wh.ch 
thevattain their most fatal power. Lhiurch 
! y ard* are, it is well known, most pestiferous 
places. And we are assured that the gases 
emanating from the bodies when diluted pos¬ 
sess the power of producing various dj*^- 
diminishing the average duration of life, low¬ 
ering the tone of the general health, a. d 
thereby* rendering thousands more liable to 
be attacked by fever, cholera, or other e ptdem- 
ics It is not because they are often miptr 
ceptible to the sense ol‘smell that they are 
harmless. How are these evils to be averted 
Thirty-five million of human beings die eyery 
year—nearly four thousand every Jour. By 
'what means shall this great mass of 
substance be so disposed of as not to viturte 
the air the living breatlie, and the water the 
Living drink." 

To render the remedy, which he offers as 
the oulv answer to these serious questions, 
that of'burning all dead bodies—as little re¬ 
volting as possible, the author proposes the 
following plan for its execution, which seems 

to him yvithout objection :— 

“On a gentle eminence, surrounded by 
oleasant grounds, stands a convenient, well 
Ventilated chapel, with a high spire or stee¬ 
ple. At the entrance, where some ot the 
mourners might prefer to take leave of the 
body, are chambers for their accommodation 
Within the edifice are seats for those who fol¬ 
low the remains to the last: there is tdso an 
organ and a gallery for choristers. In the 
centre of the chapel, embellished with »p 

propriate emblems and devices, is w.cteda
